AT MID-GENTURY 


Fine Arts Medal award prompts a review of 
the 50 years of achievement by the Modern 


Museum's venerable director of photography

r IS something like thirty years ago that 

Edward Steichen renounced forever the 

brush and palette in favor of the camera 
As both painter and photographer for more 
than twenty years he had won considerable 
fame, and his renunciation was made with 
characteristic emphasis when, just after th: 
first World War, on his beloved Voulangi 
farm outside Paris, he made a whopping 
bonfire of his paintings 

Good enough as a painter to have his work 
in the permanent collections of the Metro- 
politan, Toledo, and Luxembourg museums 
this pyretic gesture was more than mere 
showmanship. Steichen had made an im 
portant and radical personal decision whose 
vindication did not have to await the slow 
moving traditional American Institute of 
Architects which finally last May—a half 
entury after he began his career in Wiscon 
sin—awarded him its coveted Fine Arts 
Medal and for the first time recognized pho 
tography as a fine art 

When the AIA in its impressive citation 
welcomed “a fresh skill in the use of scien 


tific lens and film” and “a master of photog 


Isadora Duncan, the famous dancer, was photo 
graphed by Steichen in 1920 in the portals of the 
Parthenon at Athens—a striking pictorial shot. He used 
» folding film-pack Kodak, borrowed from the head 
waiter of his hotel. Published originally in Vanity Fair 
this is one of Steichen's most famous photographs

Joseph 
Adams re-enacts his shooting from a prone position on the 
floor as the nimble cat once again leaps through a helper's arms 


HE CAT in this picture was not being cata- 

pulted from the toe of a Number Twelve bro- 

gan! It was caught in mid-air at the top of its 

leap by Joseph Adams, Riverhead, N. Y., photogra- 

pher, who got the idea for the shot while watching 

his household pet perform its jumping trick with 
grace and abandon. 

The knack of leaping over a person’s outstretched 
arm, or through an arm-formed hoop is not exactly 
unusual for an agile cat. But it took this photogra- 
pher to recognize the picture value of such a perform- 
ance. Placid cat shots usually are interesting and 
appealing if handled well technically, but such pic- 
tures are a “dime a dozen.” This photograph shows 
the usually complacent puss in a dirferent light 
Adams, while watching the cat do its trick, decided 
that a low-angle view of the flying feline would be 
the most startling one, and to eliminate extraneous 
objects in his picture he instructed his helper to 
quickly withdraw his arms when the cat was at the 
peak of its jump. A few “dry runs” revealed that the 
cat would pull in his paws and take on a wide-eyed 
expression when the assistant quickly took his hands 
away from under the leaping animal 

Adams’ photographic know-how told him that a 
shutter speed of 1/1000 second would be needed in 
order to stop the action if the cat’s jump took it 
across the camera’s field of view. But if the pet 
leaped slightly toward the lens he could safely use a 
slower speed—around 1/400 second. However, if he 
decided to create an added feeling of motion it would 
be advisable to use the 1/400 second shutter speed 
with the cat leaping at right angles across the view 
of the lens. He decided to shoot at 1/1000 second 

The photographer knew that he could record the 
cat’s jump with any one of his cameras—miniature, 
reflex, or press-type. The fine action shot at the right, 
however, was made with his 24x34 Speed Graphic 
loaded with Super-XX film. The exposure was 
1/1000 second at f/6.3, using a No. 6 flashbulb 

Adams says that your own family pet can be 
trained easily to perform this trick, too. Form a 
hoop with your arms and hold them a few inches 
above the floor, and between the cat and his dinner 
Repeat this several times, each time raising the 
“hoop” a little higher. This routine, says Adams, 
soon will qualify your pet as a top hurdler in the 
coming cat Olympics 

Incidentally, you will remember Joseph Adams as 
the subject of the article, “Small Town Photogra- 
pher,” which appeared in the June issue. His in- 
genuity and versatility is shown once again with this 
striking shot, and points up the fact that a good 
cameraman is the alert one who recognizes appealing 
subject matter anywhere.—®

AVE you ever stopped to analyze why some 

pictures catch and hold your eye more than 

others? More frequently than you realize, it’s 
because of a simple device known as backlighting. In 
fact, some pictures are so dependent on this lighting 
approach that to try to do without it would be the 
same as leaving the salt out of your oatmeal 

And the thing that might surprise you is the many 
ways backlighting can be used. You are so accus- 
tomed to seeing it in portraiture that you may be 
taking it for granted. However, many is the routine 
portrait that has been given added sparkle by a dash 
of light from in back. Used in this manner, the back- 
light is strictly an auxiliary accent light and should 
not be allowed to interfere with the pattern set up 
by your key lights 
The usefulness of backlighting lies in its ability to 

augment your main lighting without conflicting with 
it. A common fault of many photographs is that the 
backlight is allowed to spill on areas that would be 
better off without it. Light filtering through the hair 
and onto a shadow, overhighlighting a spot on the 
nose, too hot an ear, and excess light on the shoulders 
are typical backlighting errors. You must train your

self to be alert to everything your backlight is doing 
Since this is hard to do with all the front lights turned 
on, you might find it helpful to flick the backlight on 
and off while viewing the subject from camera position 
or to turn all the lights off except the backlight. This 
will give you an accurate idea of what your light is 
really doing, and after a few of these tests you'll be 
able to position your backlight with assurance that 
it is doing exactly what you want it to do. In keep-

ing with the previous thought that the backlight is 
an auxiliary source of illumination, you usually 
should subordinate it to your main lights. There are 
times when it will be used to dominate the picture 
but be sure that this is by choice and not by accident 

It is simple enough to see whether you are achiev- 
ing a harmonious lighting relationship. Either look 
at your subject with eyes squinted or check on the 
groundglass with the lens stopped down. If the

weak, you can correct the situa- 
tion by pulling the light farther 
from or bringing it in closer to 
your subject. Usually it is easier 
to take an exposure meter read 
ing with the backlight turned off 
This light has no bearing on the 
reading anyway, and there is 
danger of getting a false, high 
reading if its rays strike your 
photocell directly

MAGINE THE FUN of coming back from every 
photographic trip with at least half a dozen 
promising negatives to work on! It’s an optimis 
tic goal, but it can be attained by the photographer

But seldom are these pictorial op 
portunities obvious enough for the average camera 
fan. A photographer's pursuit of a picture is a 
strange phenomenon to the uninitiated. What other 
hobby involves climbing fences and trees, scaling 
precipices, jumping ravines, and seeking pictures by 
other equally arduous methods' Pictorial enthusiasm 
and eternal hope are the source of energy for this, 
but unfortunately the rewards seldom are commen

This 

point will be dealt with later 


Captioning prints 


Glossy 8x10 pictures are pre- 
ferred, but 5x7 prints are accept- 
able in some cases. To the back of 
each print paste a typewritten 
caption giving full information 
concerning the picture as well as 
your name and address. In addi- 
tion, you may add a file number 
to facilitate handling. Adhesive 
stickers or other plain gummed 
labels are convenient for this pur- 
pose, and I have found them su- 
perior to dry mounting tissue, 
rubber cement, or double-faced 
cellulose tape. There is much con- 
troversy over what constitutes a 
good caption. Most free-lance 
photographers advocate a short 
paragraph answering the ques- 
tion: “Where, What, and When.” 
However, many of my own sales 
were based on the aptness of my 
titles, which indicated immedi- 
ately a possible use for a given 
print. In many sales the compre- 
hensiveness of the captions, giving 
such additional information as ac- 
cessibility and popularity rather 
than just a name, has helped

with a short title, perhaps yours or one the editor 
feels is more appropriate. It might be used without a 
title. However, many editors have commented favor- 
ably on my captions and I feel that it is far better to 
give more than enough information. Submit detailed 
captions. They may decide a sale in your favor, too 


How to submit pictures 


Prints should be enclosed between two corrugated 
boards, with opposite grain, to lessen the chance of 
damage. The boards must be slightly larger than the 
print to be enclosed, and should be held securely 
together by rubber bands or cellulose tape. Enclose 
an invoice in duplicate with your prints plus a nota- 
tion to please return unpurchased material within 15 
days. It has been my experience that pictures will 
receive better care by a client if he is asked to return 
them ina specified time. When you fail to do this your 
material is very apt to be pigeon-holed for future 





consideration, which invariably leads to greater dam- 
age to your prints, and no appreciable amount of in- 
crease in sales yme clients will request an exten 
sion of your approval time, which is quite satisfactory 
but for the average market your prints will either be 
sold on first viewing or not at all! If your selections 
are limited, 20 to 100 prints, mail them first class, and 


provide your prospective client with a self-addressed
